1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These 
rules may be called the Goa School Education 
(Amendment) Rules, 2002.

The existing Rule 4 (I) in the above said Rules 
may be substituted as follows: 


1. Short title and commencement.- (i) These 
rules may be called the Goa Benevolent Fund 
Rules, 2002 . 


" 4.( I) He / She should be born in Goa or 
residing and should have 15 years continuous 
stay in Goa at the time of applying for pension " .

2. Definitions: In these rules , unless the context 
otherwise requires

(a ) " Government" means the Government of 
Goa ;

(b ) " Benevolent Fund " means the Fund 
constituted by the Government of Goa vide 
Government Order No.HD / 59 / 20349/69 / A dated 
1st September 1969 ;

(c ) " Chairman " means Chairman of Executive 
Committee of Benevolent Fund ; 


(b ) any donations, contributions received 
from members of the public or Philanthropic / 
/Charitable Organisations in Goa . 


(d ) " Secretary " means Secretary, Rajya Sainik 
Board and Member Secretary of the Executive 
Committee of Benevolent Fund . 


( c ) any sums received from the agencies / 
/ sources . 


(d ) yearly grants made by the Government .

(e ) “ Ex- Servicemen " means a person who 
has served in any rank (Whether as a combat 
ant or non - combatant) in the regular Army, 
Navy and Air Force of the Indian Union but 
does not include a person who served in the 
Defence Security Forces , the General Reserve 
Engineering Force, the Lok Sahayak Sena and 
the Para Military Forces , and 


( e ) any other sums which may be ordered to 
be transferred or merged with the Benevolent 
Fund by the Government.

4. There shall be Executive Committe 
appointed by the Government for administering 
of the Benevolent Fund . The Secretary, Rajya 
Sainik Board shall be Member Secretary of the 
Executive Committee . 


(i) who has retired from such services 
after earning his pension ; or 


( ii) who has been released from such 
service on medical grounds attributable to 
military services or circumstance beyond his 
control and awarded , medical or other 
disability pension ; or 


5. All moneys pertaining to the Benevolent 
Fund which are not required for making day to 
day payments , shall be invested in such manner 
as decided by the Executive Committee. The 
investment papers shall be held by the Chairman 
in his official capacity and shall be kept in safe 
custody of State Bank of India ( Secretariat Branch , 
Panaji-Goa ) . The Current balance of the 
Benevolent Fund shall be kept in a saving 
account in the Secretariat Branch of the State 
Bank of India , Panaji-Goa . 


( iii) who has been released , otherwise that 
on his own request from such service as a 
result or reduction in establishment; or

( iv ) who has been released from such 
service after completing the specific period 
of engagement otherwise than at his own 
request or by way of dismissal or discharge 
on account ofmisconduct or inefficiency ; and 
has been given a gratuity ; and includes 
personnel of the Territorial Army of the 
following categories , viz . 


6. The Executive Committee shall have powers 
to issue such orders as may be necessary for the 
proper administration of the Benevolent Fund and 
in case of any dispute regarding interpretation of 
these rules its decision shall be final. 


* Pension holders for continuous ( embod 
ied ) service ; 


* Persons with disability attributable to 
military service ; and 


7. All Ex - Servicemen of the three Services , viz . 
Indian Army, Navy and Air Force and their 
dependents , shall be eligible for grants from the 
Benevolent Fund . For this purpose , a dependents 
shall mean the wife or widow ; Son (below 18 
years of age ); mother and father, if infirm and 
unable to support themselves . The " Widow " shall 
mean a female who had legally married the 
deceased and who was neither legally divorced 
nor has remarried after his death ,

27 October 1986 or as amended from time to time 
by Ministry of Defence. 


8. Grants ( either recurring or lumpsum ) shall 
be given from the Benevolent Fund for the 
following purposes, in deserving cases of Ex

Servicemen and their dependents who are in 
extreme distress and whose annual income is 
not more than Rs . 36,000 / - shall be in Form " A " 
hereto . 


(a ) Monthly grants for maintenance 


11. The Chairman and the Secretary of 
the Executive Committee shall have the power 
to grant a sum not exceeding Rs . 1000 /- and Rs. 
300 / - respectively at one time to an ex - service 
men /dependent in cases where the same are to 
be granted in view of the urgency of the need in 
extreme deserving cases . 


(b ) Monthly grants for Supplementing income 
found short for maintenance . 


( c ) Lumpsum grant for medical treatment 
which is not normally available at Government , 
local board or municipal dispensaries . 


12. The decision of the sanctioning authority 
as to whether a particular case is deserving of 
grants under the foregoing rules shall be final. 


( d ) Lumpsum grant for marriage of daughter 
only in deserving cases upto Rs. 4000 / 
according availability of funds. 


13. Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
above rules , the Chairman and Secretary shall 
have the power to incur any expenditure which 
they consider necessary for the ultimate 
benefit of Ex -Servicemen . 


( e ) Lumpsum grant for any other purpose 
considered deserving by the Chairman . 


(1) Monthly grants or lumpsum grants to the 
bereaved families of Jawans killed /wounded / 
missing in Internal security duties of law and 
orders and in insurgency operations, since the 
year 1962 . 


14. Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing rules no grants shall be sanctioned from 
the Benevolent Fund for objects . The grants for 
which may be obtained without much difficulty 
from other funds meant for benefit of Ex - service 
men and their dependents like the Special Fund 
for Reconstruction and Rehabilitation of 
Ex - Servicemen (Goa ). 


( g ) Lumpsum grant of Rs. 200 / - p.m. to 
Senior Citizen above 65 years of age /widow / 
orphans /disabled ex - servicemen , 


15. Grants sanctioned from the Benevolent Fund 
shall be disbursed by the Secretary . 


( h ) Death relief of funeral grant for the 
spouse of Ex - servicemen to the extent of Rs. 
3000 / 


16. The Secretary shall maintain an account of 
the money received and disbursed by him and 
also of the Benevolent. 


(i) Financial assistance of Rs. 300 / - p.m. for 
wards of the Ex - servicemen who are 
destitute / disabled /handicapped . 


17. The Accounts of the Benevolent Fund 
maintained by the Secretary shall be audited by 
the Resident Audit Office , Panaji . 


( ) Financial assistance of Rs. 200 / - p.m. to 
World War- II Veterans. 


(k ) Financial assistance of Rs. 600/ - p.m. to 
non pensioners . 


18. The Chairman shall be the Competent 
Authority for ensuing the effective disposal of the 
Audit Notes on the accounts of the Fund . 


9. Sanctions grants shall be such sums as 
decided by the Executive Committee provided 
the total yearly grant to an Ex - servicemen or his 
dependent shall not exceed Rs. 10.000 /
